To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Strafford,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Towti 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Durham,  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March 
next,  1906,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects,  viz.: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  pay  necessary  town  charges. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  repair  of  roads  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
on  taxes  paid  prior  to  July  i,  1906. 

5.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  for  the  ex- 
termination of  the  brown-tail  moths,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  therefor. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  necessary  re- 
pairs on  town  hall,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
therefor. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  improvement  of  highways, 
in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1905, 
entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for  state  aid,  and  for  the 
expenditure  of  other  public  moneys  in  the  improvement 
of  the  main  highways  throughout  the  state,"  and  to 
pass  any  other  vote  in  reference  thereto. 

8.  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  Col- 


lector  of  Taxes,  two  Auditors,  and   all  other  necessary 
town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  make  a  contract  with  the  receiver  of  the 
Newmarket  Electric  Light,  Power  and  Heat  Company 
to  furnish  street  lights  for  the  town  for  the  ensuing 
year,  at  the  same  price  that  has  been  paid  in  the  past. 

10.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

DURHAM  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  trustees  of  the  Durham  Public  lyibrary  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  >ear  ending  February  15, 
1906. 

At  the  stated  meeting  in  March.  Albert  DeMeritt  was 
elected  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  Lucien 
Thompson  was  elected  secretary.  Miss  Mary  A.  Burn- 
ham  was  re-elected  treasurer,  and  Miss  Charlotte  A. 
Thompson  as  librarian. 

On  Oct.  7th,  1905,  the  trustees  held  a  meeting  at  the 
library  rooms  at  7.30  p.  m.  William  D.  Gibbs,  Presi- 
dent of  the  New  Hampshire  College,  appeared  before 
the  board  in  favor  of  consolidating  the  libraries  of  the 
Durham  Public  Library  and  the  Durham  Library  Asso- 
ciation with  the  New  Hampshire  College  library.  The 
trustees  present  favored  the  proposed  consolidation. 

The  plans  for  the  proposed  consolidation  were  care- 
fully drawn  up  with  a  view  of  safeguarding  the  inter- 
ests of  each  party  interested. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  New  Hampshire  col- 
lege took  favorable  action,  Oct.  II,  1905.  (See  appen- 
dix.) 

The  stockholders  of  the  Durham  Library  Association 
held' a  special  meeting  on  Saturday,  October  28,  1905, 
where  favorable  action  was  taken.      (See  appendix.) 

The  town  of  Durham  held  a  special  town  meeting  op 
November  23,  1905,  and  passed  the  following  votes: 

Voted  that  the  town  cancel  and  abrogate  the  contract 
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between  said  town  and  the  Durham  Library  Associa- 
tion, executed  March  i8,  1893,  whereby  the  Durham 
Public  Library  and  the  library  of  said  association  are 
used  and  managed  as  one  library,  provided  the  same 
shall  also  be  legally  terminated  by  said  association,  but 
nothing  contained  in  this  motion  shall  operate  as  a  dis- 
solution of  the  relations  subsisting  between  said  Dur- 
ham Library  Association,  and  said  town  of  Durham,  as 
established  by  their  contract  of  1893,  or  as  a  discontinu- 
ance of  the  present  management  and  use  of  their  libra- 
ries until  the  first  day  of  October,  1906. 

The  town  voted  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  the  Dur- 
ham Public  Library  to  execute,  in  behalf  of  said  town, 
a  contract  between  said  town  of  Durham,  the  Durham 
Library  Association,  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts,  and  tlenry  C.  Per- 
kins, providing  for  granting  to  said  parties,  in  co-oper- 
ation with  said  town,  the  free  use  of  the  library  books 
and  other  property  of  the  Durham  Public  Library,  to 
be  consolidated  with  their  own,  for  the  use  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Durham  and  said  College,  on  such  just  terms 
and  conditions  as  said  trustees  of  the  Durham  Public 
Library  may  determiive. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  Durham  Libra- 
ry Association  held  October  7,  1905,  it  was  thought  best 
that  Col.  Daniel  Hall  should  be  consulted,  as  it  would 
be  difiBcult  to  draw  up  a  contract  which  would  be  satis- 
factory to  all  the  parties  interested,  and  the  Directors 
voted  that  Mr.  DeMeritt  be  made  a  committee  to  inves- 
tigate the  matter  of  consolidation  of  the  Durham  Libra- 
ry Association  Library  and  the  Durham  Public  Libra- 
ry with  the  College  Library,  and  report  at  a  stockhold- 
er's meeting. 

The  same  day,  the  trustees  of  the  Durham  Public  Li- 
brary held  a  meeting,  and  made  Mr.  Gorham  H.  Saw- 
yer a  committee  to  investigate  the    proposed    consolida- 
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tion  and  report  at  the  adjourned  meeting,  October  28. 

Messrs.  DeMeritt  and  Sawyer  met  with  Col.  Daniel 
Hall  for  quite  a  number  of  conferences,  other  trustees 
also  attended  these  conferences,  and,  after  several  drafts 
had  been  made,  the  contract  in  its  present  form  was 
drawn  up  by  Col.  Hall,    and  signed   January    13,    1906. 

A  copy  ol  the  contract  is  printed  with  this  report,  (see 
appendix)  and  the  attention  of  our  citizens  is  called  to 
the  advantages  that  will  accrue  to  the  town  and  its  in- 
habitants, viz.:  increased  library  facilities;  we  now  have 
access,  in  round  numbers,  to  ten  thousand  volumes;  un- 
der the  consolidation,  our  citizens  will  have  access  to 
double  that  number  at  the  start,  with  a  rapid  increase 
from  college  appropriations  and  from  its  income  from 
the  Durham  I^ibrary  Association  invested  funds. 

At  the  present  time,  our  expenses  are  over  five  hun- 
dred dollars  per  year,  which  would  probably  have  been 
doubled  if  the  town  had  a  large  library  building  of  its 
own.  Under  the  contract,  the  town  expenses  for  libra- 
ry need  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  per  year. 

To  continue  the  present  library  arrangements  until 
October  i,  1906.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  books,  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  librarian,  and 
one  hundred  dollars  for  incidentals  and  legal  services  in 
drawing  up  the  contract  will  be  required. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  librarian 

and  of  the  treasurer.

[Extracts  from  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanic  Arts.] 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
New  Hampshire  College    of  Agriculture    and   the    Me- 
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chanic  Arts,  held  at     Durham,  N.  H.,  October  ii,  1905: 

President  Gibbs  submitted  to  the  Board  a  plan  to 
build  a  college  library  building,  Andrew  Carnegie  of- 
fering to  give  $20,000,  and  the  Hamilton  Smith  estate 
$10,000,  to  build  a  building,  provided  the  college  would 
give  the  citizens  of  Durham  free  privileges  of  the  col- 
lege library,  and  provided  the  Durham  Public  Library 
and  the  Durham  Library  Association  would  turn  over 
their  books  and  the  books  purchased  with  the  income  of 
the  invested  funds  to  the  consolidated  library. 

Voted  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
arrange  for  the  proposed  consolidation  of  college,  town 
and  Durham  Library  Association  Libraries,  and  that 
the  committee  be  granted  full  powers. 

[Extracts  from  the  records  of  the  Durham  Library 
Association.] 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Dur- 
ham Library  Association,  held  at  the  library  rooms,  on 
Saturday,  October  28,  1905,  and  adjourned  to  November 
4,  1905,  the  following  votes  were  passed: 

Voted  to  cancel  and  terminate  the  contract  between 
the  Durham  Library  Association  and  the  town  of  Dur- 
hum,  executed  March  18,  1893,  on  condition  that  the 
same  be  legally  abrogated  by  said  town  of   Durham 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Directors  of  the  Durham  Li- 
brary Association  to  execute  a  contract  with  said  town 
of  Durham,  N.  H.,  the  New  Hampshire  college  of  Ag-, 
riculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts,  and  Mr.  Henry  Cleve- 
land Perkins,  executor,  trustee  and  legatee  under  the 
will  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith,  providing  in  substance 
for  granting  to  said  parties  united  in  co-operation  with 
said  Library  Association,  under  a  new  contract  anil 
consolidated  as  one  library,  the  free  use  of  the  library 
books,  funds  and  other  property  for  the  benefit  of  the 
citizens  of  Durham,  and  said  college  under  such  just 
terms  as  the  Directors  may  determine.

CONTRACT. 


This  Indenture  by  and  between  the  ''' Durham  Library 
Association,'''  the  Directors,  the  same  being  and  acting  as 
Trustees  of  said  Association,  the  town  of  Dnrhavi,  N.  H., 
the  ''New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic 
Arts''  and  Henry  Clevelajid  Perkins,  Executor  Trustee, 
and  IvCgatee  under  the  Will  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith 
of  said  Durham,  parties  of  the  first,  second,  th'rd,  fourth 
and  fifth  parts,   respectively, 

WITNESSETH, 

That,  in  order  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Libra- 
ries now  existing  in  said  town  of  Durham,  to  ensure  the 
free  access  to  them  of  all  the  citizens  of  said  town, and  the 
Ofiicers,  Faculty,  and  Students  of  said  College,  and  to 
combine  and  consolidate  all  the  Libraries  and  library 
interests  of  said  town  and  College,  so  as  to  make  them 
more  effective  and  beneficial  in  their  influence  upon  the 
public  welfare,  the  said  parties  hereby  severally  and 
mutually  agree  to  combine  together  and  to  unite  their 
various  interests  in  the  following  manner,  and  upon  the 
following  terms,  to  wit: 

Section  i. — The  said  Durham  Library  Association, 
party  of  the  first  part  in  consideration  of  the  conditions 
and  stipulations  hereinafter  contained,  does  hereby  grant 
to  said  parties  of  the  second,  third,  fourth,  and  fifth 
parts,  and  to  the  combined  or  consolidated  library  here- 
by established,  the  free  use  of  its  library  books,  both 
now  in  possession  and  hereafter  to  be  acquired,  and  the 
net  income  of  its  funds,  as  hereinafter  in  Sections  ii 
and  12  more  definitely  set  forth,    including    the    net    in- 
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come  of  the  Lydia  Simpson  Fund,  so  far  as  said  Asso- 
ciation has  legal  authority  to  do  so,  for  library  purposes 
only,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  conditions  follow- 
ing, which  all  said  parties  respectively  agree  to  abide 
by  and  perform;  said  books  to  be  brought  together,  com- 
bined and  united  with  the  libra'ry  books  belonging  to 
all  the  said  parties,  so  as,  all  together,  to  constitute, 
and  be  used,  and  administered  practically,  as  one  libra- 
ry- 

Section  2.^The  Directors  of  the  said  Durham  Li- 
brary Association,  the  same  being  Trustees  of  said  As- 
sociation, and  acting  as  such,  for  themselves  and  their 
successors,  shall  turn  over  to  the  management  and  con- 
trol of  the  Trustees  of  said  College,  as  managers  of  the 
said  consolidated  library  as  provided  in  the  seventh  sec- 
tion hereof,  and  to  the  said  combined  and  consolidated 
library,  the  books  already  purchased  for  the  library  of 
said  Association  by  the  income  of  the  legacy  of  Lydia 
Simpson,  under  her  will  dated  May  5,  1S92.  the  same 
being  now  a  part  of  the  books  included  in  and  compris- 
ing the  library  of  said  Association, — and  shall  author- 
ize and  permit  the  use  of  said  books  already  purchased, 
in  common  with  the  other  books  of  the  consolidated  li- 
brary herein  provided  for,  for  the  same  general  purpose 
of  furnishing  public  library  reading  for  the  members  of 
said  Association,  the  people  of  Durham,  and  the  offi- 
cers, faculty,  and  students  of  said  College;  and  said  Di- 
rectors and  Trustees  will  hereafter  ti  rn  over  all  books 
to  be  purchased  by  the  future  income  of  said  legacy, 
for  the  same  use  and  in  the  same  manner  to  the  same 
College  Trustees,  as  said  income  accrues  and  is  expend- 
ed by  the  said  Directors  and  Trustees  of  said  Associa- 
tion, according  to  the  provisions  of  said  Simpson  will. 

Provided,  however,  and  it  is  hereby  understood,  that 
said  income  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  expended  by 
the  Directors  and  Trustees  of  said    Association    accord- 
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ing  to  the  conditions  of  said  will,  and  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  transferring  the 
ownership  of  said  income,  or  of  the  books  purchased 
therewith,  to  the  said  College  Trustees  or  said  Consoli- 
dated Library:  but  that  said  books  already  and  to  be 
hereafter  purchased  by  means  of  said  income  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  the  property  of  said  Directors  and  Trustees, 
or  of  said  Durham  Library  Association,  and  be  distin- 
guished as  such  by  proper  labels  or  marks  of  identifica- 
tion, so  that  said  books,  if  occasion  should  require,  may 
be  separated  from  all  other  books  at  any  future  time; 
but  the  custody  and  use  of  such  books,  for  library  pur- 
poses only,  is  hereby  intended  to  be  secured  to  the  said 
College  Trustees  aud  Consolidated  Library,  without  re- 
call, otherwise  than  as  provided  in  the  fifteenth  section 
of  this  instrument." 

Section  3. — The  said  town  of  Durham,  party  of  the 
third  part  does  hereby  grant  to  said  parties  of  the  first, 
second,  fourth  and  fifth  parts,  and  to  said  consolidated 
library,  the  free  use  of  its  library  books,  that  is  to  say, 
the  books  of  the  Durham  Public  Library,  including  all 
books  donated  by  the  state,  and  all  past  and  future  ac- 
cessions thereto,  by  gift  or  otherwise,  and  shall  appro- 
priate at  least  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  annually,  in 
accordance  with  its  contract  with  the  state;  the  sum  so 
appropriated  to  be  turned  over  to  the  trustees  of  said 
college,  and  expended  b}^  them,  or  under  their  direction, 
only  for  books,  magazines  and  binding  of  the  same,  for 
addition  to  and  incorporation  with  the  consolidated 
library. 

Section  4. — Said  "New  Hampshire  College  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Mechanic  Arts,"  party  of  the  fourth 
part,  in  consideration  of  the  same  conditions  and  stipu- 
lations, does  hereby  grant  to  said  parties  of  the  first, 
second,  third  and  fifth  parts,  and  to  said  consolidated 
library,  the  free  use  of  all  its  college  library    books,    for 
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library  purposes  only,  subject  to  all  the  conditions  here- 
in contained,  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regula- 
tions as  the  college  authorities  may  find  necessary  to 
control  the  use  of  special  books,  such  as  technical 
works,  text  books  and  books  of  art,  and  reference, 
PROVIDED  only  that  the  rules  prescribed  shall  apply 
equally  and  without  discrimination  to  the  college  and 
student  body  and  to  the  citizens  of  Durham,— said  li- 
brary books  to  be  united  and  consolidated  with  the  li- 
brary books  described  in  Sections  i,  2  and  3,  so  as,  all 
together,  for  practical  uses,  to  form  one  library. 

Said  college,  expecting  and  being  about  to  receive  a 
donation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000.00)  from 
Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  for  the  construction  of  a  library 
building  in  said  Durham,  shall  immediately  employ  said 
fund  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  together  with  any  other 
funds  contributed  for  the  purpose  by  the  parties  to  this 
contract  and  others  to  the  erection  of  a  library  building 
to  be  used  for  the  library  purposes  herein  contemplated. 

Said  college  shall  provide  for  the  care  of  the  library 
building,  heat,  light,  salaries,  insurance,  taxes,  repairs 
and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  consolidated  library, 
perpetually. 

Section  5. — Said  Henry  Cleveland  Perkins  acting  as 
executor,  trustee  and  legatee  under  the  will  of  the  late 
Hamilton  Smith,  under  the  following  provision  of  said 
will  executed  July  13,  1899,  viz.: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  Henry  Cleveland  Perkins 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  toward 
the  erection  of  a  building  for  a  public  library  in  the 
town  of  Durham,  N.  H.,"  hereby  agrees,  in  conformity 
to  said  will,  to  contribute  and  pay  said  legacy  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  the  erection  of  the  li- 
brary building  herein  before  named,  and  to  unite  in  the 
common  object  of  establishing  a  free  public  library  for 
the  use  of  the  people  of    Durham    and    said    College    of 
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Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts,  under  the  regula- 
tions herein  prescribed. 

Section  6.— The  funds  hereinbefore  named,  viz.:  The 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  ($20,000)  to  be  furnished  by 
Mr.  Carnegie,  and  the  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) 
to  be  furnished  by  Mr.  Perkins,  shall  be  immediately 
used  for  the  erection  of  a  library  building,  to  cost,  with 
its  furniture  and  equipment,  not  less  than  thirty  thous- 
and dollars,  ($30,000)  on  a  lot  to  be  furnished  by  said 
college  without  charge  to  the  building  fund. 

Immediately  upon  the  execution  of  this  contract,  a 
Building  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  said  College,  shall  proceed  to  ob- 
tain plans,  and  make  contracts  for  the  erection  of  said 
building,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  prepare  it  for  occu- 
pation. 

Section  7. — The  control  of  said  consolidated  library, 
its  organization,  appointment  of  officers  and  servants, 
and  the  entire  management  of  its  affairs  shall  be  vested 
in  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  College  and  such 
agents  as  they  may  appoint. 

Said  board  of  trustees  shall  establish  all  regulations 
relating  to  the  libraty,  the  purchase,  care,  and  use  of 
books,  and  all  provisions  by  them  deemed  necessary  for 
its  government  and  maintenance. 

Said  board  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  all  books 
given  by  the  state  to  the  town,  all  books  purchased 
with  the  monej^  annually  appropriated  by  the  town,  and 
all  books  given  the  town  for  a  public  library,  or  pur- 
chased with  money  given  to  the  town  for  the  Durham 
Public  Library. 

Said  board  shall  annually  make  a  report  of  the  oper- 
ations and  condition  of  the  library,  including  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  expenditure  of  all  funds  entrust- 
ed to  their  disposal,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  of  said  re- 
port to  be  delivered    to    the    Secretary    of  said    Durham 
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lyibrary  Association,  and  to  the  town  clerk  of  said  Dur- 
ham. 

Section  8. — In  consideration  of  the  stipulations  and 
conditions  herein  contained  all  the  parties  to  this  con- 
tract agree  to  allow  all  citizens  of  Durham,  N.  H.,  and 
all  officers,  employees,  and  students  of  said  college,  the 
free  use  of  the  library  building  herein  provided  for,  and 
of  the  books  hereinbefore  described  and  enumerated,  for 
library  purposes  only,  and  under  reasonable  regulations, 
and  not  to  require  any  assessment  upon  stockholders  or 
other  persons  resident  in  said  Durham. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  and  made  an  irrevocable  con- 
dition of  this  contract,  that  said  consolidated  library 
shall  be  kept  open  for  public  use  and  the  accommoda- 
tion of  all  who  are  entitled  to  its  privileges,  on  equal 
and  uniform  terms,  every  Wednesday  and  Saturday 
throughout  the  year,  from  two  till  nine  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  legal  holidays  excepted,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  managers  of  the  library  may  prescribe. 

Section  9.  All  present  members  or  stockholders  of 
the  Durham  I/ibrary  Association  living  outside  the 
town  of  Durham  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privi- 
leges in  the  library  as  residents  of  said  town,  upon  pay- 
ing an  annual  assessment  of  one  dollar. 

Section  id. — As  soon  as  said  library  building  is  com- 
pleted, and  upon  written  notice  of  such  completion  by 
said  building  committee  to  the  several  parties  hereto, 
the  library  books  belonging  to  said  Association,  to  said 
directors  and  trustees,  and  to  said  town,  that  is  to  say, 
the  books  of  the  Durham  Public  Library,  and  also  the 
books  of  said  College  library,  shall  be  removed  and 
placed  in  the  new  library  building,  and  organized,  clas- 
sified, and  catalogued  as  one  library,  and  opened  to  the 
public  use  under  such  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  pro- 
vided by  vSection  7  of  this  contract. 
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Section  ii. — Said  Durham  lyibrarj^  Association  here- 
by agrees, atid  it  is  understood  as  a  part  of  this  contract, 
for  the  considerations  aforesaid,  to  turn  over  the  net  in- 
come of  all  its  funds  now  in  its  possession  and  hereafter 
to  be  acquired,  semi-annually,  to  the  trustees  of  said 
college,  to  be  disbursed  by  them  as  agents  of  said  asso- 
ciation, and  expended  for  the  purchase  of  suitable 
books  for  said  library. 

Section  12. — The  directors  and  trustees  of  said  asso- 
ciation, for  themselves  and  their  successors,  hereby 
agree  that  they  will  turn  over  semi-annually  the  books 
purchased  by  them  under  the  terms  of  the  legacy  of 
Lydia  Simpson  set  forth  in  her  will  dated  May  5,  1892, 
that  is  to  say,  that  they  will  "expend  the  net  income 
thereof  for  the  purchase  of  suitable  books  for  said  li- 
brary," and  semi  annually  turn  over  the  books  so  pur- 
chased to  the  said  college  trustees,  and  to  the  associated 
or  consolidated  libraries  by  this  instrument  placed  under 
their  control,  to  be  used  by  said  college  trustees  in  con- 
nection with  and  as  a  part  of  said  consolidated  library, 
hereby  engaging  to  expend  said  income  for  such  books 
as  are  suitable  for  general  reading  and  are  ordinarily 
provided  in  public  libraries  for  general  circulation,  and 
to  confer  and  advise  with  the  managers  of  said  con- 
solidated library  in  respect  to  the  expenditure  of  said 
net  income. 

Section  13. — Said  Durham  Library  Association 
agrees  that  all  such  funds  as  may  be  in  its  possession 
and  are  referred  to  herein,  shall  be  safely  kept  and 
judiciously  invested: 

That  the  treasurer  of  said  association,  having  the 
custody  of  such  funds,  shall  be  required  to  give  ade- 
quate bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
which  bonds  shall  at  all  times,  when  required,  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  examination  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
college: 
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And  that  the  finance  committee  ot  said  trustees  may 
inspect  the  securities  of  said  association  once  a  year, 
and,  if  they  deem  it  necessary  or  proper,  advise  as  to 
their  investment. 

And  said  trustees  of  the  "New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts"  agree  to  keep  a 
separate  account  of  the  library  books  of  said  consol- 
idated library,  preserving  the  books  derived  from  the 
"Durham  Library  Association"  and  its  directors,  by 
distinctive  marks  on  its  books  and  records,  and  also, 
whenever  required,  to  afford  information  to  said  associa- 
tion of  the  manner  in  which  they  have  disbursed  all  in- 
come derived  from  that  source. 

Section  14. — This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  as  soon  as  the  several  parties  thereto,  being 
duly  authorized,  shall  execute  the  same,  under  their 
respective  seals,  by  committees  or  agents  duly  author- 
ized for  that  purpose. 

But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  operate  as  a  disso- 
lution of  the  relations  subsisting  between  said  Durham 
lyibiary  Association  and  said  town  of  Durham,  as  es- 
tablished by  their  contract  of  1893,  or  as  a  discontinu- 
ance of  the  present  management  and  use  of  their  libra- 
ries, until  the  first  day  of  October,  igo6,  or  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  library  building,  and  notice  thereof  as 
provided  in  Section  10  hereof. 

Section  15. — This  contract  is  a  mutual  compact,  to 
be  binding  and  in  force  in  perpetuity,  and  to  be  dis- 
solved or  terminated  only  by  legal  proceedings  in  the 
courts  of  the  state,  instituted  upon  grounds  of  violation 
or  failure  of  performance  by  either  of  the  parties  here- 
to, after  written  notice  of  six  months  served  on  said 
board  of  trustees  by  any  party  seeking  such  dissolution 
or  annulment. 

In  witness  whereof  the  parties  above  named,  person- 
ally, or  by  their  agents  thereunto  duly  authorized,  have 
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set  their  signatures  and  seals    hereto    this    13th    day    of 
January,  A.  D.,  1906.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THK  School  Board  of  Durham: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  second  report,  the 
sixth  in  the  series  of  superintendent's  reports,  to  the 
school  committee  of  this  town. 

Our  buildings  and  equipments  are  in  fully  as  good 
condition  as  one  year  ago.  The  intermediate  room  in 
the  villrge  is  not,  and  never  has  been,  a  desirable  room 
for  school  use.  Sunlight  never  enters  it.  On  dark, 
cloudy  days  it  is  almost  impossible  to  see  to  read  for 
any  length  of  time.  Several  children  in  this  room  have 
had  to  put  on  glasses  while  others  are  attending  school 
but  half  the  day  and  remaining  home  the  other  half  on 
doctors  orders.     This  matter  needs  immediaie  attention. 

The  year's  work  has  gone  smoothly.  There  has  been 
a  decided  steady  advance  in  the  mental  development  of 
the  children  Our  village  school  still  needs  a  fourth 
teacher  for  the  same  reason  as  that  stated  last  year, 
namely, — that  no  teacher  can  do  with  three  grades  what 
her  neighbor  is  able  to  accomplish  with  two.  Hence  in 
the  two  rooms  of  three  grades  each  the  pupils  do  not, 
can  not  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  become  as  thorough- 
ly equipped  for  the  next  grade  as  do  the  pupils  in  the 
two  grade  room.  Four  teachers  would  divide  the  grades 
equally.  Our  pupils  would  then  be  in  a  position  to  com- 
pare favorably  with  any  city  schools  in    New    England. 

The  power  that  makes  the  schools  go  is  the  sentiment 
which  exists  in  the  community  in  favor  of  them.  If  it 
is  hearty  and  intelligent,  the  schools  will  do  much 
for  the    children.      If    this    interest    and    sympathy    are 
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lacking,  they  will  fall  but  little  short  of  failure.  For 
the  most  part,  our  parents  seem  fully  alive  to  this  fact. 
They  visit  the  schools  frequently  and  by  their  presence 
encourage  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

WORK    OF   THE    SCHOOLS. 

Reading,  spelling,  wrifing,  and  the  simple  rules  of 
arithmetic  are  usually  classed  as  educational  "tools," 
because  every  pupil  must  be  provided  with  these  ac- 
complishments before  he  is  able  to  carry  on  his  work  in 
any  of  the  usual  school  studies.  It  is  our  aim  to 
strengthen  the  course  of  study  by  seeing  that  these  fun- 
damentals are  thoroughly  fixed  in  the  child's  mind. 

With  this  in  view,  during  the  past  year,  we  have 
made  reading  our  objective;  later  in  the  year  oral  ex- 
pression in  arithmetic  was  coupled  with  the  reading. 
We  feel  that  these  subjects  must  be  enriched,  by  lead- 
ing the  pupils  to  see  through  the  symbols  to  that  for 
which  the  symbols  stand.  Thought  is  the  main  thing 
in  mathematics,  as  well  as  in  reading.  In  either  of 
these  branches  one  may  play  with  symbols  or  work 
with  symbols,  and  not  think.  "Thinking  is  discerning 
relations."  In  mathematics  the  things  related  are  mag- 
nitudes, lyeave  these  out — juggle  with  mere  figures — 
and  the  subject  is  impoverished;  put  them  in  and  the 
subject  is  enriched.  Our  children  have  learned  this 
past  year  that  reading  is  not  pronunciation  of  words, 
but  is  thought  getting;  that  examples  are  not  given  sim- 
ply that  they  may  get  the  answers  to  them.  The  sym- 
bols are  beginning  to  have  a  fascination  for  them  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  voluntary  outside  reading  they  have 
done  this  last  half  of  the  year.  We  are  anxious  to 
couple  with  this  reading  and  arithmetic,  oral  and  writ- 
ten expression,  as  our  main  objective  points  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

"It  will  be  well  for  the  schools  when  we    realize   that 
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some  of  the  old-fashioned  things  were  good  things  in 
their  day  and  would  be  helpful  in  these  days.  If  we 
had  more  mental  arithmetic;  if  the  pupils  did  more  of 
their  own  work;  if  they  were  able  to  analyze  some  of 
the  English  classics  in  such  a  way  as  to  understand 
their  thought  and  appreciate  their  beauties,  we  should 
be  doing  some  things  much  better  than  we  are  doing 
them  at  present." 

The  average  attendatice  in  all  the  schools  of  the  town 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August  ist,  1905,  is  88.47  P^r 
cent.

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Yet  this  record  of  attendance  is  by  no  means  as  high 
as  it  should  be.  During  the  past  winter  and  spring 
terms  the  percentage  of  absence  has  been  unusually 
high,  on  account  of  much  sickness,  partly  the  usual 
minor  diseases  of  childhood,  partly  colds,  giip  and 
measles,  due  to  the  severe  winter  weather,  or  to  careless 
exposure  or  other  avoidable  causes,  yet  sickne.'-s  ac- 
counts for  only  about  two  thirds  of  the  entire  number  of 
absences.  Bad  weather  is  given  as  a  reason  for  a  cer- 
tain number,  chiefly  among  the  younger  children;  and 
there  are  other  good  and  suflScient  reasons.  But  the 
fact  remains  that  many  children  are  allowed  to  absent 
themselves  from  school  for  reasons  which  their  employ- 
er, were  they  at  work  instead  of  at  school,  would  not 
tolerate  for  a  moment.  Parents  ought  to  understand 
more  clearly  that  to  allow  any  but  the  most  weighty 
causes  to  interfere  with  the  punctual  and  regular  at- 
tendance of  a  child  at  school,  is  an  injustice  to  the  child 
himself,  first,  because  it  deprives  him    of  a    part   of  the 
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education  which  it  is  his  right  to  have,  and,  secondly, 
because  it  encourages  the  pernicious  habit  of  neglect 
of  duty.  The  most  important  lesson  that  the  school 
can  teach  is  that  of  attention  to  duty  at  the  time  set  for 
duty.  For  to  a  child,  school  is  business;  and  in  the 
world  of  business,  as  the  child  must  learn,  sooner  or 
later,  business  has  the  right  of  way. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  highest  function  of  the  school  is  character  build- 
ing. That  teacher  fails  grievously  who  does  not  help 
her  pupils  to  see  that  hateful  words,  unkind  acts  and 
untruthful  statements  injure,  to  an  alarming  extent, 
those  who  indulge  in  these  vices.  It  should  be  made 
clear  to  children  that  the  most  of  their  unhappiness  will 
be  caused  by  the  injustice  and  suffering  they  inflict  upon 
others.  It  is  important  that  they  learn  while  young 
that  he  who  is  generous  in  thought  and  deed  to  add  to 
the  joys  and  prosperity  of  others,  will  receive  greater 
blessings  than  he  bestows. 

The  teacher  will  do  a  great  service  for  the  children 
if  she  leads  them  to  see  that  altruism  brings  happiness 
and  that  selfishness  ends  in  misery.  Isn't  this,  after 
all,  the  thing  which  is  worth  while?
